The school and school bus were properly taken care of, the 
case quarantined and the school closed until such time as ail 
danger was passed. 

All cases of measles, which were reported were handled in the 
usual way. 

At the end of six months, due to ill health, Mrs. Earle resigned 
and Fred Mosher was appointed Health Officer.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


We hereby submit our report for the year ending February 1, 
1949. At this time we wish to express our appreciation to the 
Building Committee, the Selectmen and the citizens of China for 
their fine work and cooperation in completing the new school 
building. Since there are now five rooms completed instead of 
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four in the new building, we recommend a consolidation of all 
the grammar schools; thus placing all grades in the new building, 
and closing all the present old school buildings. Probably all the 
children could then be transported by three large buses. 

The following school calendar has been planned for both the 
grammar school and Erskine Academy for the coming year: 


Sept. 6 — Dec. 23, 1949 
Jan. 2— Feb. 17, 1950 
Feb. 27 — April 14, 1950 
April 24 — June 2, 1950 


As the maintenance of the new building during the first year 
will be somewhat experimental, we are asking for an increase of 
$500.00 in the Common School fund. Since much of the furniture 
in the present buildings will need to be repaired before it can be 
used in the new building and since we believe it necessary to keep 
the new building in perfect condition we are suggesting an increase 
of $500.00 in the Repairs and Insurance Fund also. This year 
repairs were made at Branch Mills and Weeks Mills on the in- 
terior of the buildings and at China Village on the shed and in 
removing the fence. As few repairs as possible were made thiS 
year on the school buildings, since all the buildings we hoped 
would soon be vacated.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of China, I herewith submit 
my twenty-fifth annual report: 


Several changes in the teaching staff have been made since 
the last report. Erlena Bartlett now has the grammar room at 
China Village, replacing Doris Stewart, and Letha Wilson now 
teaches the primary room of the Village school. At Weeks Mills, 
Mrs. Sadie Fellows of Augusta has the school formerly taught 
by Theda Boynton. 


The registration in the elementary schools is now: Branch 
Mills, 24; Plains, 37; South China, 51; Village — grammar, 39; 
primary, 31; Weeks Mills, 52; a total of 234. These figures indi- 
cate an increase of 17 over last year, in spite of eliminating the 
junior-primary grade from all schools. The total includes 14 
tuition pupils from Palermo, 13 at Branch Mills, and one at 
Weeks Mills. 


I congratulate the citizens of the town for their courage and 
vision in building the fine new consolidated school, now about 
ready for occupancy. This building will be a source of pride to 
the town for many years to come. A large number of people have 
contributed time and money to this project, a few people have 
done a tremendous amount of work toward its completion. From 
talking with local people, I feel sure that all these contributions 
of both work and money are appreciated. 


Erskine Academy is fast becoming one of the larger secondary 
schools and is in need of added school rooms. An effort is now 
underway to provide the needed expansion of facilities there. 
This school is a credit to the town and every encouragement 
should be extended to its officials. 


The Parent-Teacher Association is doing fine work in building 
a better school system. Its current project, a lunch program in 
the consolidated school, is most worthwhile, and there is no 
doubt about its being successful. 
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I extend my sincere thanks to all who have had a part in the 
operation of the schools during the past year.

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TOWN WARRANT 


To W. W. Jones, a Constable in the Town of China, County of Ken- 
nebec and State of Maine. 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of China, qualified 
by law to vote in the town affairs, to assemble at the Town House 
in said Town on Monday, the seventh day of March, A.D. 1949, 
at nine o’clock in the foremoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles, to wit: | 


Art. 1— To chose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2— To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3 — To choose Selectmen for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4— To choose Assessors for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5— To choose Overseers of the Poor for the ensuing 
vear. 


Art. 6— To choose a Collector of Taxes and one or more 
Constables for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7 — To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8 — To choose a member of the School Committee for a 
term of three years. 


Art. 9 — To see if the Town will vote to have one or more 
Road Commissioners and, if so, vote to elect and establish pay 
for the same. 
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Art. 10 — To choose one or more Fire Wards for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 11— To choose all other necessary Town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 12 — To see if the Town will vote to choose a Budget 
Committee of seven members to recommend amounts to be raised 
by the different departments for the fiscal year of 1949 and 1950 
and, if so voted, to choose the same. Budget Committee recom- 
mends. 


Art. 13 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of $500.00 to repair the Middle road off of route 
32. Budget Committee recommends $200.00. 


Art. 14— To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the road leading from the Weeks Mills 
Post Office to the Windsor Line.
